CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 22.—Jud- 
son Harmon, former Governor of 
Ohio, and former Attorney-General 
of the United States, died today. He 
was 81 years old. 

Mr. Harmon was taken ill sev- 
eral days ag¢c’ when it was stated 
his allment was believed to be of a 
minor nature. His death was un- 
expected. 

Mr. Harmon is survived by three 
daughters, Mrs. Abigail Harmon 
Wright, Cincinnati; Mrs. George 
Cassatt, London, England, and 
Mrs. Alfred C. Cassatt of Cincin- 
nati. 


Mr. Harmon was born at New- 
ton, O., Feb. 3, 1846. From the 
time he attained his majority until 
the last few years of his life he 
was engaged in public service much 
of the time. He served as Mayor. 
Judge of Common Pleas and Cir- 
cult Courts In Ohio, Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States and Gov- 
ernor of Ohio for two terms. He 
figured prominently at several 
Democratic national conventions as 
a possible nominee for the presi- 
dency. In 1904 the Ohio delega- 
tion was instructed for him, but 
at his request his name was not 
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Tomasso Picarella, 63 years old, 
a laborer, of 3920 Garfield avenue.

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of reason must always be ap- 
plied. He followed Milton, who 
declared ‘“**® * * lawin a free na- 
tion hath ever been public rea- 
son,’’ and he agreed with Burke 
that ‘‘Men have no right to 
what is not reasonable.’’ 

It is a mark of a great man 
that he surrounds himself by 
great men. Washington placed 
in the most important positions 
in his Cabinet, Jefferson, with 
his advocacy of the utmost de- 
gree of local self-government 
and of states’ rights, and Ham- 
ilton, whose theories of a strong 
national Government led him 
to advocate the appointment of 
state Govenors by the Presi- 
dent. Either theory carried to 
the extreme soon would have 
brought disaster to what has 
proved the most successful ex- 
periment in liberty under prop- 
er governmental restraint in 
the history of the world. 

Guarded States Rights. 

It is due to his memory that 
we guard the sovereign rights of 
the individual states under our 
Constitution with the same sqg- 
licitude that we maintain the 
authority of the Federal Gov- 
ernment in all matters vital to 
our continued national exitst- 
ence. 

Such is .the background of a 
man performing the ordinary 
duties of life. As it was George 
Washington, of course, he per- 
formed them extraordinarily 
well. The principles which he 
adopted in his early youth and 
maintained throughout his 
vears are the source of all true 
greatness. Unless we understand 
this side of him, we shall fail 
in our comprehension of his 
true character. It was because 
of this training that he was able 
to assume the leadership of an 
almost impossible cause, Carry 
it on through a long period of 
discouragement and defeat, and 
bring it to a successful conclu- 
sion. 

In advance of all others he 
saw that war was coming. With 
an army khat was never large 
and constantly shifting, poorly 
supported by a confederation 
inexperienced, inefficient and 
lacking in aJmost all the essen- 
tial elements of a government, 
he was victorious over the 
armies of seasoned troops com- 
manded bv Howe, Burgoyne, 
Clinton and Cornwallis, sup- 
ported by one of the most stable 
and solid of governments, pos- 
sessed of enormous revenues 
and ample credit, representing 


the first military power of thes 


world. 

As an example of generaiship, 
extending over 2 series of years 
from the siege of Boston to the 
fall of Yorktown, the i“om- 
mander in Chief of the Conti- 
nental Armies holds a position 
that is unrivaled in the history 
of warfare. He never wavered, 
he never faltered from the day 
he modestly undertook the tre- 
mendous task of leading a rev- 
olution to the day when with 
equal modesty he surrendered 
his commission to the repre- 
sentatives of the. independent 
Colonies. He triumphed over a 
people in the height of their 
glory who had acknowledged 
no victor for 700 years. 

Personified the Republic. 

Washington has come to per- 
sonify the American republic. 
He presided over the conven- 
tion that framed our C8nstitu- 
tion. (The weight of his great 
name ‘was the deciding factor 
in sécuring its adoption by the 
States. These results could 
never have heen secured had it 
not beeh recognized that -he 
would be the first President. 

When we realize what it 
meant to take 15 distra: ted Col- 
onies, impoverished, envious, 
and hostile. and weld them into 
an orderly federation under the 
authority of a central govern- 
ment, we can form some estij- 
mate of the influence 3 of this 
great man. But when we go 
further and remember that the 
Government which he did RO 
much to bring into being not 
only did not falter when he re- 
tired from its administration. 
hut, withstanding every assault 
has constantly grown stronge: 
with the passage of time and 
heen found adequate to meet 
the needs of nearly 120.000.0006 
people occupying half a conti- 
nent and constituting the great- 
est power the world has ever 
known, we can judge something 
of the breadth and soundness 
of his statesmanship. 

We have seen many soldiers 
who have left behind them Httle 
but the memory of their con- 
flict, but among all the victors 
the power to establish among a 
great people a form of self-gov- 
ernment which the test of ex- 
perience has shown will endure 
was bestowed upon Washington, 
and Washizgton alone. Many 
others have been able to destroy. 
He was able to construct. That 
he had around him many great 
mind does not detract from 
his glory. His was the direct- 
ing spirit without which there 
would have been no independ- 
ence, no Union, no Constitution, 
and no republic. His ways were 
the wavs of truth. He built for 
eternity. His influence grows. 
His stature increases with the 
increasing years. In wisdom of 
action, in purity of character, 
he stands alone. We can not yet 
estimate him. We can only in- 
dicate our reverence for him 
and thank the Divine Provi- 
dence which sent him to serve 
and inspire his fellow men
